The eucalyptus oil ah 
sorbs tho sulphide particles and cur 
rles them to the surface together with 
the gold and silver contained In them, 
up to 25 per cent, of the actual con­ 
tent of the powdered ore being recov­ 
ered by Die process. 
Tasmanian euca­ 
lyptus oil of tho globules variety, pro­ 
duced from the leaves of the blue 
gum and suld to be the finest grade of 
eucalyptus oil on tho market, is now 
(Jan. 4) worth 36 cents a pound, an 
advance of about 4 cents u pound dur 
lng the last twelve months 
The oil 
utilized in smelting may be obtained 
easily from »11 kinds of 
eucalyptus 
leaves, but tho leaves of the pepper­ 
mint gum are at present the chief 
source of supply. 
This oil is selling 
for 16 to 20 cents a pound.
